Transplanting Seedlings (Vegetables and Flowers) 


Seedling roots should never be disturbed. 
When transplanting, seedlings should be dug 
with a small spade, fork or spoon, leaving soil 
on the roots. If necessary to pull plants, soil 
should be thoroughly soaked with water. After 
small plants are set in a new location, they 
should be watered with one pint of starter so- 
lution to help them recover from the shock 
of transplanting and to settle the soil around 
roots. A good started solution can be made as 
follows: add % pound of commercial fertilizer 
(5-10-5) to 4 gallons of water, stirring occas- 
ionally for 10 minutes. Water each plant with 
this solution. Do not splash this starter solu- 
tion on stems or leaves, as plants may be 
burned by the fertilizer. HYPONEX PLANT 
FOOD makes a very good starter solution, and 
it is easy to prepare. Simply dissolve 1 level 
teaspoon of HYPONEX in 1 gallon of water 
and water plants. When mixed according to 
directions, HYPONEX will not burn plants. 
Watering plants once daily for the next 3 days 
will help them ot get a good start. Transplant- 
ing should be done late in the afternoon or on 
a cloudy day.

Transplanting always causes a_ set-back in 
plant growth, even when carefully done; there- 
fore, all possible precautions should be taken to 
help reduce this shock to plant growth. Spring 
or fall transplanting, when the days are short 
and the nights cool, is much easier done than 
during the summer months. Summer transplants 
should be protected from hot afternoon sun by 
placing a wooden shingle or thin board on the 
west side of each plant. 

These ideas apply to flowers as well as vege- 
tables, and will reduce losses at transplanting 
time.

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HOW TO PREPARE YOUR GARDEN 


Deep spading or plowing (15 to 18 inches or 
more) is an absolute necessity to successful 
gardening in areas of low rainfall. It is very 
beneficial to garden spots where the soil is 
tight and hard to work. This deep working 
of the soil allows more rain to soak in for 
use after the rainy season is over, as well as 
making much easier the growth of plant roots 
down deep into the soil. Sandy gardens do 
not benefit greatly from deep working, unless 
a hardpan of clay lies below the surfare. 

Rotation or changing of garden location 
from year to year is a very good plan, if space 
permits. If rotation is not practical, it is a 
good idea to plan your garden so that root 
crops (carrots, radishes, beets, etc.) do not 
follow root crops, vine crops (melons, cucum- 
bers, squash, ete.) do not follow vine crops, 
and leafy crops (lettuce, cabbage, etc.) do not 
follow leafy crops. This will help to keep 
down plant diseases, and will keep insects to 
a minimum. ‘ 

After fall plowing, the garden can be har- 
rowed off and spring planting done in drills 
opened by tractor, team, garden plow or hoe. 
Another method, which we prefer, is to lay off 
garden in deep furrows as early in the winter 
as possible, spacing the rows 30 to 86 inches 
apart. Planting is then done behind a plow 
which has ‘‘busted’’ these beds open. By leav- 
ing the garden bedded all winter, wind and 
water erosion will be kept down. Plowing out 
these beds will make a good moist furrow in 
which to plant. 

Methods and time of planting for different 
crops of vegetables and flowers vary a great 
deal. Most of these different requirements are 
familiar to you. Directions on our seed packets 
will be of great help to the beginning gar- 
dener. 


STARTING SEEDLINGS INDOORS

Control of Tomato Blossom-End Rot 


A serious problem in growing tomatoes is the 
damage caused to fruits by blossom-end rot. A 
dry, leathery, brown or ‘black spot on_ the 
blossom end (or bottom) of the fruits quickly 
enlarges, often covering as much as half of the 
tomato, ruining a large percentage of the crop. 

Varying soil-moisture conditions and _ excess 
amounts of nitrogen and potash have long been 
thought to increase blossom-end rot. Recent 
experiments indicate that the lack of a sufficient 
calcium supply is also a factor in the cause and 
increase of this problem. 

Addition of liming materials and superphos- 
phates to soil over a period of years will ac- 
cumulate an adequate supply of soil-born cal- 
cium, but as calcium within a plant does not 
readily move from older tissue to new tissue, 
additional supplies of available calcium are often 
required to provide for continual growth of new 
tissue. This extra calcium can be supplied 
through the use of a foliar spray as follows: 

pounds calcium chloride in 100 gallons of 
water sprayed on one acre. Tests show that 
this spray can be applied as often as twice a 
week, and can be mixed with most fungicides 
and insecticides with satisfactory results. Spray- 
ing after a rain is most effective, as rainfall of- 
ten creates an excess supply of soil salts within 
the root zone. In areas of very low calcium 
supply from the soil, weekly sprays will not 
provide sufficient calcium to control blossom- 
end rot, but excess spraying can cause leaf burn. 
Probably, spraying twice weekly until calcium 
deficiency is balanced would be a good general 
rule to follow. 


Break Your Beet Seed For Better Planting 


The ‘“‘seed-ball’? which we normally consider a 
beet seed is actually dried plant tissue containing 
several beet seed. For this reason, it is very 
difficult to plant beets thin enough to develop 
good, smooth roots. Planting will be easier and 
more satisfactory if these ‘“‘seed-balls’’ are placed 
in a cloth or sack and hammered or broken into 
bits before planting. 


A Word About Seed Inoculation 


Inoculation is the process of putting an in- 
oculating material on seeds or near plants of 
legumes (peas, beans, vetches, or other plants 
bearing their seeds in pods), which will cause 
the formation of nodules on the plant roots and 
increase the growth of certain bacteria. This 


bacteria takes nitrogen from the air and ‘‘fixes”’ 
it in a form which is readily used by the plants. 
This increase in nitrogen supply gives legumes 
much greater growth. Nitrogen which the plants 
do not use will remain in the soil for future 
use by other legumes. There are two precau- 
tions to follow in using inoculants; be sure 
that the inoculant is fresh, and be sure that the 
proper kind is used for different crops. It is 
very little trouble to inoculate legume seed and 
the cost is very small. It is well worth both 
the small amount of extra work and expense. 
Seed may be both inoculated and disinfected im- 
mediately before planting. Do not confuse nitro- 
gen fixing nodules on roots with root knot or 
nematodes. There is no connection between 
these. Inoculation of seeds other than legumes 
gives no added advantages. 


Herbs For Home Use 


Anise, Caraway and Dill are known as ‘‘seed 
herbs,’’ as the seed of these are used in cook- 


ing. Basil, Marjoram, Sage and Thyme are 
known as ‘‘leaf herbs,’’ as the leaves, either 
fresh or dried, are the plant parts used. Leaves 


should be gathered about the time the plants 
begin to bloom, washed, and then dried rapidly 
in a well-ventilated, darkened room, and stored 
for winter use. Seed herbs should be harvested 
when plants begin to mature, seeds dried and 
stored for later use. As some herb seeds are 
slow to germinate, mixing a few radish seed 
when planting will mark the row for early culti- 
vation.
